A Georgetown company 
has received preliminary 
approval from the Town of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake for its 
site plan for a medicinal mari¬ 
juana operation in an agricul¬ 
tural area. 

Park Lane Farms, which 
holds a conditional license 
from Health Canada to grow 
marijuana, wants to construct a 
24,000 sq. ft. (2,234 m) green¬ 
house in addition to an existing 
greenhouse and erect a barbed 
wire security fence around the 
two buildings at 453 Concession 
5 Rd. 

Company president Angus 
Footman told councillors at 
the community and develop¬ 
ment advisory committee 
Monday that the operation 
would provide over 45 jobs 
with an additional 15 jobs later, 
if a research and development 
facility were approved a year 
from now.

Footman said the new 
regulations brought in by 
Health Canada for medicinal 
marijuana operations require 
extensive background checks 
on owners and employees by 
the RCMP and the provision 
of security and monitoring 
systems. 

He said traffic to the facil¬ 


ity would be minimal with a 
delivery truck coming once a 
day and all orders for the 
crop being handled through 
the mail. Footman said he 
has had discussions with the 
neighbouring property own¬ 
ers - Coyote’s Run Estate 
Winery and Garden City 
Growers - and they are sup¬ 
portive of the application. 

Town staff recommended 


approval of the company’s 
site plan application, noting 
that the property is in a rural 
area that allows commercial 
greenhouses and the pro¬ 
posed fence complies with 
town bylaws for non-resi- 
dendal areas.

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Police using sonar to locate missing man

Niagara Regional Police 
continued to search Lake 
Moodie Monday in an effort 
to find missing St. Catharines 
man Fortunato DiSanto. 

"Right now they in the 
small Zodiac running side- 
scan sonar and doing shore¬ 
line checks of the Lake 
Moodie channel and Lake 
Moodie itself,” Sgt. Bill Wiley, 
who heads the NRP’s marine 
unit, said. “They are also 


inspecting the headworks at 
the two dam sites. As long as 
everything is flowing the 
way it is now, it is very 
doable. 

“OPG (Ontario Power 
Generation) has kept the 
water level as low as they 
possible can. That’s allowed 
us to use the boat and do 
shoreline searches and 
check areas you can’t get to 
by land.” 

NRP received a tip that a 
man was seen going in to 
the water of Lake Moodie 
May 20 in the afternoon 
around the time DiSanto 


was first reported missing. 
Police divers have been 
unable to search the lake 
because the current created 
by Ontario Power 
Generation’s DeCew 
Generating Station is too 
dangerous. 

“We have been co-oper¬ 
ating very closely with the 
police since this unfortunate 
incident occurred,” said 
OPG spokesman Ted 
Gruetzner. Gruetzner said 
the NRP "will explain what 


“OPG has to keep the 
water moving, and for us, 
that rules out the diving," he 
said. “We wouldn’t put a 
diver in until there was a 
much slower volume of 
water. If that was possible, it 
would have happened. 

“Ontario Hydro was 
called within an hour of the 
incident happening and 
dropped the water flow 
immediately. They have 
been nothing but helpful. 
They have dropped the 
water down significantly, 
which allowed us to do a

Where on earth is Kathleen Wynne? 


The clock ticks down to voting day 
June 12 and so far, the woman who 
wants to keep her job leading the prov¬ 
ince has yet to show her face in Niagara. 

Leaders of the Progressive 
Conservatives and the NDP, Tim Hudak 
and Andrea Horwath respectively, have 
been in the region already. 

But Liberal Leader Kathleen Wynne 
is a no-show and to be honest, I am not 
really expecting she will come here. 

As a tactical plan, I understand why 
this could be. But as a citizen — particu¬ 
larly in an election that will likely be 
close and produce a minority govern¬ 
ment — I would rather she do us the 
courtesy of showing up and maybe even 
talking to the local press. 

It’s true, leaders tend to show up 
where they figure they can get the most 
bang for their buck. They lend their 
weight to candidates in ridings where 
the race might be close, or where a can¬ 
didate is either threatening to unseat an 
incumbent or is being threatened by 
another party. 

It’s campaign-speak, trying to tell vot¬ 
ers in those ridings, "We care. Your com¬ 
munity is important to us.” 

Conversely, they tend to avoid ridings 
where the result is presumed to be a 
foregone conclusion. It’s not uncommon 
for strongly placed incumbents, for 
instance, to not receive a visit from the 
party leader. Ridings that are obviously 
going to the other side also tend to be 
ignored. 

(This might be why, for example, 
Hudak refused to take part in the north¬ 
ern Ontario debate. He might have fig¬ 
ured he has thin support there and is 
better to spend energy elsewhere. The 
message that sends to northern voters, 
and indeed the rest of Ontario, could 
hurt him more than it helps him.) 

Take the St. Catharines riding, byway 
of a for instance. 

Liberal Jim Bradley is well estab¬ 
lished, popular, and a longtime incum¬ 
bent who has been re-elected many 
times regardless of the fortunes of his 
party provincially. 

He faces some very stiff competition 


from NDP candidate Jennie Stevens and 
Tory hopeful Mat Siscoe. 

Siscoe in particular could be a threat 
to Bradley. A city councillor and science 
teacher, he is arguably the best candi¬ 
date the PCs have fielded in a long time 
and would be, in my view, an able repre¬ 
sentative for the city. 

I say "could be” because Siscoe repre¬ 
sents a party that is not exacdy riding a 
wave of voter support, if the polls are to 
be believed. 

Candidates like Bradley are notori¬ 
ously hard to defeat. Nothing short of a 
sea change in government tends to push 
these politicians from office, regardless 
of the quality of opposition candidates. 

Clearly, the Liberals do not regard 
either Siscoe or Stevens as a clear and 
present threat to Bradley. 

Arrogant presumption? Perhaps, but 
it is an educated deduction based on the 
past behaviour of local voters. 

It explains why Wynne hasn’t yet, and 
might never, come to St. Catharines 
before voting day but Hudak already 

Hudak is also scheduled to return to 
Niagara on Wednesday, visiting Niagara 
Falls. (Although as of Monday, he can¬ 
celled a scheduled interview with Sun 
Media’s Niagara newspapers.) 

Horwath has also visited the region, 
and given the state of the Niagara Falls 
race she may well make a return visit to 
help her incumbent MPP Wayne Gates. 

But beyond the logic of political tac¬ 
tics, Niagara deserves a visit from 
Wynne. 

This region has been suffering eco¬ 
nomically, posting some of the worst 
employment numbers in the country. St. 
Catharines in particular has long been 
loyal to her party, despite the grim eco¬ 
nomic situation of the early 21st centu¬ 
ry- 

If Wynne and her party have a plan or 
ideas that could improve Niagara for¬ 
tunes, we should hear them from her 
and not just her incumbent lieutenant.

The Towns’official 
plan highlights the need for 
an elementary school to 
support the future dense 
population; Crossroads 
needs money for a building 
extension now; so does St.

unneeded expansions.

Who says 10,000 steps a day? 


How many steps do 
most people take daily, and 
how many are needed for 
good health? I had no idea 
how many I take and 
thought it would be inter¬ 
esting and prudent to find 
out. And, who is right 
about exercise, Mark Twain 
or the Earl of Derby? 

My first step was to pur¬ 
chase a pedometer. It's a 
small battery operated 
device (the cost about 
$35.00) that fits on your hip 
and counts your steps.

Mine has more gizmos 
than I need, but the main 
button counts steps and 
another the calories 
burned up. 

For years my normal 
day involved a 25 minute 
walk to my office and the 
same route home in late 
afternoon. During the day I 
never ran a marathon in 
the office but I also never 
slept on the couch. So I 
could hardly wait to open 
the pedometer to see how I 
fared. The final tab, 9,100 


steps. Studies show that 
most people take from 
3,000 to 5,000 steps daily. 
This is short of the 10,000 
steps we’re supposed to 
take. But are we? 

I discovered it was the 
Japanese who published 
this figure, and there's 
nothing magic about it 
Rather, the number was 
used as a smart marketing 
device in a campaign to sell 
pedometers. But even 
though it was a smart sales 
move, medical authorities 


have agreed the proposed 
Japanese figure of 10,000 
steps is a healthy number 
to aim for. It means walk¬ 
ing a hefty five miles. 

But how many calories 
does 10,000 steps bum up? 
Let’s say you’ve enjoyed a 
lunch of a double burger, 
fries and a sugar-loaded 10 
ounce soft drink. This 
packs a caloric wallop of 
about 1,700 calories, all 
most people need for the 
entire day. 

That’s when the pedom¬ 


eter flashes bad news. You 
will be surprised at the 
small number of calories 
you’ve burned up after a 
brisk walk. For instance, a 
150 pound person, after 
10,000 steps, loses only 500 
calories! 

So how do we bum up 
the other calories? Our 
Basal Metabolic Rate eats 
up 6o percent of our daily 
energy to keep all our 
organs functioning.

Another 10 percent is required to 
absorb, digest and store food. 

But why even buy a pedometer 
when we know that any amount of 
walking is good for you? Researchers 
I talked to stressed that counting 
steps with a pedometer is a great 
motivator and has more psychologi¬ 
cal impact than counting miles. But 
although stepping it up helps to lose 
weight it will never win “the battle of 
the bulge” without watching calories. 

I found that knowing I walk 9,100 
steps in an average day pushed me to 
see how much I could "step up” my 
own activity. It’s easy to do. You can 
go for a walk at lunch. Or get off the 
bus a few blocks from home. The end 
result will be improved health. 

Dr Paul Dudley White, Harvard’s 


renowned cardiologist who treated 
President Dwight Eisenhower’s coro¬ 
nary attack, was a firm believer in 
“stepping-it-up’l He taught that exer¬ 
cise has major physical and emotion¬ 
al advantages and that “If you want 
to know how flabby your brain is, feel 
your leg muscles!” Or as Abraham 
Lincoln, the U.S. president remarked, 
“I have two doctors, my left leg and 
my right”

Panych has also assembled an effec¬ 
tive cast, not leaning too far comedic 
or dramatic. It lets die normally stoic 
Graeme Sommerville match wits with 
the frequently funny Martin Happer 
without the sense they’re trying to one- 
up each other. It must be a director's 
dream to fill holes with the Shaw 
ensemble, one of the greatest collec¬ 
tions of pure acting talent in North 
America. 

The familiar story has Somerville as 
a Swiss mercenary officer during the 
Serbo-Bulgarian War who evades cap¬ 
ture by climbing into the bedroom of a 
young Bulgarian woman named Raina 
(Kate Besworth). 

She's the daughter of a Major (Norm 
Browning) and is engaged to another 
Bulgarian Major, Sergius (Happer). It 
should be game over for him. Instead, 
he charms her with his weary attitude 
towards war and the fact he carries 
chocolate instead of ammunition in 
his pistol cartridge. 

When peace is declared, her future 
hubby returns, strutting like he just 
stayed a dragon. But so does the Swiss, 
setting up that most reliable of comedy 


fodder - the love triangle - in the play’s 
second half. 

Even in 1894, Shaw was poking ffin 
at the melodrama of the day. Comball 
lines like “I shall never be unworthy of 
you any more, my hero” made jest of 
cliches before they were even regarded 
as cliches, and Panych’s production 
finds every funny crevice along the 
way. Even the supporting cast go on 
witty tangents, including real life hus¬ 
band & wife Laurie Paton and Norman 
Browning as Raina’s mostly clueless 
parents. 

Yes, there's serious stuff going on 
under the fluff here. Shaw fires his 
usual shots at status, misplaced 
romance and the stupidity of the war 
everyone just came back from (it’s 
remarkable to think this was written 20 
years before World War I). They don’t 
bog down one of his easiest-to-digest 
comedies. 

It also helps this was written when 
Shaw knew how to reign himself in, 
before he'd let his characters ramble 
on an extra hour. It’s a tight, terrific 
season opener.

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New bylaw clamps down on 
smoking

If you’re a soccer mom who 
smokes or a hockey dad with a 
habit, you could soon find yourself 
afoul of the law in Niagara. 

EnforcementofNiagara Region’s 
new Smoke-Free Outdoor Spaces 
bylaw went into effect this week¬ 
end, but there won't be any $305 
tickets issued soon. 

The first year of the new bylaw 
will focus on education, said Maria 
Brigantino, manager of the chronic 
disease and injury prevention pro¬ 
gram at Niagara Region’s public 
health department. 

For the next year, expect to find 
health promoters at public events 
and places where people gather, 
she said, explaining the new bylaw 
and pointing out where puffing is 
no longer permitted. 

Staff will target the areas where 
they know people are stepping out 
to smoke, she said, such as outside 
arenas or other municipal build¬ 
ings. 

According to statistics provided 
by Brigantino, one quarter of 
Niagara adults smoke on a daily 
basis, with Niagara rates slightly 
elevated over the rest of the prov- 

Brigantino said she expects 
most people, once they are made 
aware ofthe new bylaw, will respect 
it. 

Its purpose is to protect children 
and vulnerable people from sec¬ 
ond-hand smoke, and provide 
good role models to prevent peo¬ 
ple from starting to smoke or to 
support attempts to quit 

Her department needed a triple 
majority of Niagara’s 12 munici¬ 
palities to support the region-wide 
ban, she said, and 11 municipal 
councils voted in favour. 

Only Wainfleet didn’t support 
it. 

"So a parent who steps out the 
back door of the Burgoyne Arena 
(in St Catharines) to have a smoke 
is breaking the law?” asked Port 
Dalhousie ward Coun. Bruce 
Williamson, when Brigantino 
made her presentation to St.

Sloan adds some spark to 
Springlicious

They always seemed to be 
Canada’s version of some 
other country’s band. 

Canada's Weezer. Canada’s 
Oasis. Canada’s Nirvana. 

Today, they’re simply 
Sloan. Once the comparisons 
stopped they were revealed 
for what they really are - one 
of Canada’s best and most 
respected bands of the past 20 

Singer/guitarist Jay 
Ferguson knows it even if he’s 
too modest to go on about it. 
He’s just happy to still be mak¬ 
ing new Sloan fans after this 
long. 

"You would think that 
everybody in Canada would 
know who our hand is by now, 
but maybe that’s obnoxious of 
me to think that,” he says with 
a chuckle. “I remember when 
our last record came out a 
couple years ago, these two 
kids came up to me after the 
show - one was 12, one was 
13 - and they said, ‘This is the 
first rock concert I’ve ever 
been to.’ 

“There’s always a new gen¬ 
eration of fans that might be 
coming to shows. With die big 
outdoor (festivals), they might 
be coming for another band, 
but they might see your band 
for the first time.” 

Playing the Springlicious 
festival in Niagara Falls 
Saturday, the Toronto-based 
group has recently put the 
wraps on its 11th album, 
Commonwealth, coming out 
this fall. It’ll be a double album 
with all four members - 
Ferguson, Chris Murphy, 
Andrew Scott and Patrick 
Pentiand - essentially getting 
a side of their own songs. 

“It’s almost like four mini 
solo albums,” he says. "I have 
five songs of my own alto¬ 
gether on one side, Chris has 
five of his own, Patrick has 
four songs, and then Andrew 
has one, giant 17-minute 
song!” 

The fact there was a third 
Sloan album, much less an 
11th, is a surprise. After 1994’s

classic Twice Removed, once 
voted the best Canadian 
album of all time by Chart! 
magazine, the band found 
itself in a strange position - an 
album fans loved but the 
record company ignored. It 
seemed they wanted another 
grunge-sounding disc like 
Sloan’s debut, Smeared, but 
the hand wanted to move on. 
As a result, it received little to 
no promotion. 

"When we handed it in 
they just didn’t see the logical 
progression from our first 
album,” recalls Ferguson. 
“They couldn’t imagine how 
to market it because it sound¬ 
ed so different. Record com¬ 
panies don’t want to do any 
more extra work than they 

The band dispersed at the 
endoftheyearto rethink their 
future. Two years later they 
re-emerged with One Chord 
To Another, a huge power- 
pop hit packed with some of 
the band's most recognizable 

They've since added to 
their loyal following with 
competent, always catchy 
rock albums. Sloan has never 
slumped. 

Had they made the grunge 
album the label wanted, 
would Sloan even be around 
today? 

“Hard to say,” answers 


Ferguson. “Maybe they were 
right, maybe the album would 
have been a massive success. 
But I’ve seen that happen with 
so many other bands, on the 
same label. 

"There’s another band on 
Geffen in the early ‘90s called 
The Posies, from Seattle. They 
had the same problem, they 
handed a record in and Geffen 
told them to re-record it They 
re-recorded it and the album 
still bombed. 

"I’d like to think we made 
the right decision, even 
though it was a bit disruptive 
in the short term. In the long 
term, a band lived.” 

Sloan will play the main 
stage Saturday starting at 9:30 
p.m. Other Springlicious 
hands include The Kings and 
Coney Hatch at Tbps Saturday, 
starting at 7 p.m., and Suzie 
McNeil on the main stage 
Sunday, starting at 4:30 p.m.
